cooking 
^rhen the kneading trough or bowl of 
wood, the kettle that hung over the 
open fire and tbe earthenware or clay 
pipkirss -,vere the only kitchen disthes. 
The invention of stoves has filled our 
kitchens with multitudes' of pots and 
pans inferior to the old ones, which 
lasted a lifetime, and some times, several 
generations. Modern utensils of the 
best kind will not bear such a test. 
In. the rush to obtain variety in cook- 
iug utensils the special use to which 
the dish is- to be put and the fitness of 
the material of which it is made for 
the purpose for which it is designed are 
often overlooked. A pot intended for 
slow cookery, like one for cooking dried 
fruits or vegetables, should be made 
of thick earthenware. One intended for 
cooking meats should be first of all a 
good conductor of heat, therefore a 
copper kettle will do the worjc of pre- 
paring a stew or braised dish more ex- 
peditiously than a pot of iron. Iron is 
a wholesome metql, but it is so heavy 
thatit ought to be discarded for kitchen 
purposes whenever it can be, as it is on 
indifferent conductor of heat. Copper 
is. also heavy, but it is such an excellent 
heat conductor that it is generally em- 
ployed by expert cooks for all superior 
cooking, baking dishes as well as pots 
and saucepans. In aluminium we have 
the ideal metal of the kitchen. It is a 
g-ood conductor of heat, and itis ideally 
light in \\eight and does- not become 
tarni&hed, as copper and all other met- 
als do. The price of aluminium still 
keeps it out of the reach of many 
kitchens, but the time must soon come 
when all obstacles to its manufacture 
at a low price will be done away with, 
and the kitchen of the poorest woman 
in the land will be furnished with shin- 
ing lightweight kitchen pots and pan* 
cqunl to those of a king's palace.— N. 
Y. Tribune. 


MUtaken Economy. 


There are many people who econo- 


mize in the wrong way, doing without 
the necessities of life, and indulging 
aometimes in the extraa which it would 
be better to do without. A woman 
comes to the conclusion that whenever 
she does not buy anything, or cuts off 
an expense, she is economizing, and 
will often spend 25 ee»U' worth of tin:* 
to iave five cents. To do without nour- 
i»hing food is inor« expensive, in the 
long run. for doctor*' bilU are cosily 
items The right way to economist ia 
in extravngates, not in uece»«JUf».— 
Housewife. 


Bears go into winter quarters when 


the first heavy snows and cold weather 
begin, which is usually in November in 
the Rockies. In the old days they 
would den up right in open country. A 
bear's winter den is nearly always on a 
north hillside, where the snow falls 
deepest, and if possible they choose a 
place where a drift will form. Some 
times a bear will den up in a natural 
cave or crevice, but more often will 
dig- himself a hole ten or twelve feet 
deep. Now adays this den is almost al- 
ways in the roughest country he can 
find, and is generally pretty well up ia 
the mountains- in heavy spruce timber. 
A bear may make his den early in the 
season, but until cold weather drives 
him in he roams around a lot. 
For 


nearly a month before denning bears 
eat very little, or not at all, and before 
they go in for good the stomach and in- 
testines are frequently clean and emp- 
ty. The stomach is drawn up into a 
solid lump like a chicken's gizzard, and 
.the bear is a solid mass of fat, inside 
and out. Along in, February or March, 
when bruin comes out again, he is still 
hog fat, and he keeps this fat until the 
snow is pretty well gone. When he first 
comes out he does not travel much, but 
as- the weather \varm& up he soon runs 
off all his fat, though I have seen very 
f et bears as late as the middle of May, 
after the trees were green. As vegeta- 
tion starts, bears live almost altogether 
on grass, roots, etc., though of course, 
they will often eat meat. -Still, I have 
had baits right among the bears, with 
bears passing- within 50 feet of the baits 
every night, and. it was the middle of 
June before one of themtoucned a bait, 
and then they were at the baits all the 
time. 


Even now bears feed a good deal in 


the open in the spring-, when they are 
«*ot molested, and spring i* l»y far the 
best time to hunt them. But, as a usual 
thing, a bear nowadays- keeps pretty 
well under cover. During the day he 
finds the thickest brush or timber that 
he can, and there he stays, slipping 
avi ay quietly at the slightest sus- 
picious noise. It used to be that if a 
bear heard or saw anything that he did 
not understand, he wouldi stand up on 
his hind legs to look. And if he was 
suddenly startled, he would of ten, after 
running away, stop and stand up to 
'look back. I have killed several bears 
in thick brush by getting-close to them, 
knowing- about where they were, and 
then speaking aloud. 
Bruin would 


nearly always stand up to investigate, 
thus giving me a shot at his head. But 
now a bear that hears a hnman voice 
hardly ever stops to look, but g-ets away 
on the jump. 


The blacks and cinnamons also used 


to tree verj easily. I have run a good 
many up trees by giving them a sharp 
run on horseback for a mile or so in 
open timber, and have run, two up trees 
by chasing- them on foot. And twice I 
have missed bears at rather close range 
and bad them take to trees. In one in- 
stance the bear went up the nearest 
tree; in the other the bear, a she with 
cubs, boltcd-a hundred yards or so be- 
fore she treed. And speaking of cubs, 
I never saw but one she bear that 
would not bolt and leave her cubs when 
attacked. The exception was a small 
cinnamon, and I got between her and 
her cubs and got charged. 
Only the 


other day I saw three of the dogs maul 
a grizzly cub until you coxild hear him 
squall for a mile, and the old bear all 
the time was-standing in the brush not 
a hundred yard saw ay, and never offered 
*o attack. But nowadays it is. almost 
impossible to tree a bear or bring it tc 
bay, even with good dogs. It always 
was hard to bring grizzly bear* to bay 
with dogs, but almost any dog would 
put a black ar cinnamon up a tree in 
short order. Now a bear will run all 
day ahead of the dogs before takington 
tree or coming to bay. About the only 
way to hunt bears at present with any 
chance of success is in the spring after 
they begin tolakebait-well. Bystring- 
Ing out a lot of baits and still-hunting 
early and late fair luek may be bad.— 
Forest and Stream.

WINTER WASHING. 


Some Point* About the Worlc \Vfclck 


Will Be of Value to Hon*e» 


wive*.

Washing, which is usually the heavi- 


est work of the household, is especially 
heavy and difficult to manage in win* 
ter. Where there is a place to dry the 
clothes in the house,~as there often i* 
to-day in well-built houses, the trouble 
of drying the clothes id materially initi- 
ated. 
The old-fashioned idea that 


freezing clothes ^improved them is not 
so often heard of now as it once was. 
lotton goods are not materially in- 
jured by being handled while frozen. 
but linen and woolen goods are cracked 
and the fibers are stretched by being1 
folded or handled while frozen, or by 
whipping about on the.line. It is safer 
and better to dry linen and woolen 
clothes indoors in winter. Uusually 
cotton goods must be finally dried in- 
doors in winter by some means, and it 
is very inconvenient where there is no 
large room which can be used for this 
purpose. Where the kitchen is large 
and somewhat apart from the main 
living rooms of the house clothes can, 
be dried there at night from lines ar- 
ranged for the purpose. It ia a dan- 
gerous thing osi account of the health 
of the household to use this room as » 


ying-roMci during the 
daytime, 


though it is often done. It should only 
be used in this way when it can be shut 
up at night and is apart from the vicin- 
ity of the sleeping-rooms, so that by no 
accident can th* dampness that arise* 
penterate to them, 


The drying of clothes is one of the 


most serious questions cf washing day 
in AN inter. Next to this, or raore im- 
portant where there is an irregular 
supply of water for washing, is 'the 
question of the water. It is sometime* 
difficult to get soft water in winter. In 
such a case a little soda, ammonia or 
borax must be used to soften the waterV 
The prejudice against chemicals is giv- 
ing way, and the most careful hou§e- 
kee>p«rs now use them with intelli- 
gence, so that they do not do the least 
injury. Where the water is muddy a 
little washing soda thoroughly* .dis- 
solved and stirred in the water will 
cause it to clear itself, the mud settling1 
to the bottom. The clear water may 
then be dipped off. It require* almost 
twice as rnych soap fo wash clothe* ia 
hard as in soft water. — N. Y, Tribute.

Telegrams have been pouring in on 
them from then agents in America and 
I-urape asking for the Filipino side irf 
the story, but they are unable to answer 
unO cannot communicate with Aguinal- 
do 01 rhe Insurgent government. 


"Only a rew days ago they assured ine 


that their leaders would not al-ow any 
attack to be begun upon the American 
forces, -and would even avoid a threat- 
ening attitude ra{h«r than shoulder the 
responsibility of a conflict. Th«y,asked 
me to inform my friends in congress to 
this effect, as well ac to write to Admiral 
Dewey and General Otis, 
Therefore, 


when I asked the local leaders to gue 
reasons for the outbreak,, they stated 
\\ith great earnestness that it must 
have been due tif begun by^the natives, 
which they do not like to acknowledge) 
to the momentary influence of the war 
party or most radical element, and that 
Aguinaldo himself eould not have fa- 
vored, or supported the action of the 
Filipino ^troops. 


"The long continuance of the fighting, 


they say, would be accounted for by the 
masses of Filipino soldiers practically 
being beyond all control of officers after 
the battle had really begun, and being 
inspired with the blind hop* of driving 
the American soldiers into Manila, as 
they had formerly the Spaniards. 


"Now that the treaty IB i-atilied, right 


after' their reckless opening of hostili- 
ties, the Filipino leaders are almost 
dumbfounded, and are completely at a 
loss as to their future policy. They cai - 
didly admit that the worst blow possible 
to their prospects has oeen struck. One 
even confease"d"to me that the very best 
thing that they could do now was to 
disband, disarm and quieiiy yield to 
American control, trusting that 
full 


justice would eventually "be done to 
them. 
As he is a gentleman of high 


standing, I hope his influence may 
count with Aguinaldo and his follow- 
ers. 


"The Filipino leaders have always 


been kindly disposed to me and frank, 
in their discussions, because I knew 
them here and in the Philippines, and 
when they have talked over matters 
ivlth. me, J have invariably counselled 
them to accept American jurisdiction, 
pending a necessary investigation of 
what would oe the best/kind of^govern- 
ment for the Islands, and to remain con- 
fident that the president and people of 
the United States would see that justice 
was done* to them. 


"After my address, delivered a few 


days ago. upon the Filipino situation at 
the request of the leading men of flons 
Kong, and at which many Filipinos 
were present, some of these came to me 
and assured me that they would accept 
my advicec to keep calm and patiently 
await the results of the Philippine com- 
missioners' investigations. 
Now they 


say their influence was powerless to 
stay the- radical element at Manila and 
the restlessness of their army."

FIRE STATION BTJRNED. 


Bristol, R. I., March 9.—Early this 


morning: the Dreadnaught fire station, J. 
t\\o-story wooden building 75x30 feet, 
u=ed by the hook, ladder and hose com- 
pany, was destroyed by fire, which origi- 
nated from an overheated stove in the 
waiting room. The loss- on the building 
is estimated at $2500, while the personal 
loss among tlie firemen is estimated at 
J1850. The fire started at 3 o'clock, and 
the men had considerably difficulty in 
rescuing the fire apparatus from the 
burning structure.

possible, with refrigerated beef, but this 
plan is limited in a jiumber of cases by 
the size of the refrigerating-plant aboard 
the vessel. Where the refrigreratlr.g ap- 
paratus is not large enough to take care 
of the fresh beef for the whole voyajr", 
catth* on the hoof aie being .shipped trt 
be slaughtered as required. 
It is said 


that this is no new departure, but has 
been practised in the past v.lieneve-r oc- 
casion demanded. It is not a plan in 
great favor with the department, ho\\ - 
ever, as the shipment of live cattle re- 
quires a largt amount of space, and their 
slaughter aboard ship is at best a 
troublesome and disagreeable process, 


It may be said, however, that none of 


the troops now in transit are being-fur- 
nished canned toast beef as a travel ra- 
tion. The commissary department has 
only a small remnant of its war supply 
of this article left on hand, and is not 
bu> ing any more.

tills point. The storle* of the admiral'* 
111 health have been in circulation with 
more or less persistency for the past 
four months. They are all traceable tc 
.private reports, and 'though omcera of 
!the navy who have returned recectly 
from Manila state that Dewey'* health 
•ao far aa it could be gauged from his ap- 
pearance, appears to be about the same 
as |t: has been tor the paat year, they 
agree that the private reports probably 
;havo a fair basis of fact. 


'. It. is hot denied by these oft1eer«~that 
the. admiral has aged in his appearance. 
. notably within the "past year; his. hair la 
.undoubtettrr whiter, and his figure sbows 
eisns of that weakness which might be 
expected to come with advancing years. 
V&vrty -will be 62 years old next Decem- 
ber, and for many years has not been 4 
strong man physically. Meantime he 
has had imposed upon him the most se- 
vere and exacting duties, so that It is 
but natural that his frail physique 


t should shbw the effects of the tremen- 
. dous strain. 
It is* said tay persons familiar with the 


Philippine climtte that the second year 
la hardest to bear for a Caucasian, and 
De-,vey soon will begin his second yeac 
there. In addition to this, he labors 
under the drawback of having under- 
gone a" most severe surgical operation 
for the relief of nl» liver. A man needs 
a sound liver in the Philippines, of all 
places. Thes* facts lead naval officers 
to beHeVe'reports that Dewey Is showing 
signs of physical strain. 
, Om the other hand, as already stated, 
there is absolutely no' official evidence 
on file at the department to show that 
this is true. The lull medical history of 
Admiral Dewey is among the records of 
the bureau of madicine and surgery. 
They show every -ailment that he has 
experienced since he has been in the 
navy, aa -vven as the results of the physi- 
cal examinations he has undergone 
wheiv he has been promoted from time 
to time. But these do not disclose any 
complaint at this time; the admiral 
has not been made the subject of a 
sick report since he -went to Manila. 


Some time ago. the president feared 


that the great strain he wasnnder might 
overtax him, so he 
cabled • Dewey 


through Secretary Long, permission to 
return to the United States. The ad- 
miral declined to avail himself of this 
permission, and aslced to stay, saying 
that in his opinion duty requirea*that 
he should finish "the task he had begun 
at Manila. The president accepted this 
statement, arid Dewey remains* by- his 
own wish. He is free to return to the 
United States whenever he cares tfo do 
so, and the department will relieve him 
by cabled orders.' In that case, Captain 
N.^H. Dyer, the commander of the Bal- 
timore, who is the senior captain on the 
Asiatic station, would have command 
of the American squadron "temporarily,' 
and . probably woulct-.be- relieved later 
by one of the rear admirals recently cre- 
ated, nearly all of whonTare anfcious to 
assume active flag rank before retire- 
ment.
